Low attendance at 
ASI student forum

Seven members of the Associ- 
ated Students, Inc. Board of Direc- 
tors arrivedmoments before a sched- 
uled 3:30 p.m. student forum Mon- 
day but, anxious as they were to 
hear complaints, only four students 
showed up. 

The forum was supposed to be 
an event for students to reveal what 
campus policies they found most 
troublesome. 

Most members agreed that there 
were two reasons for the forum’s 
low attendance. One reason, they 
said, is that ASI’s student relations 
team failed to advertise the event. 
Flyers were not handed out to stu- 
dents‘until the day of the event. 

Secondly, they said, the forum 
was held too late in the day. 

“This event was overshadowed 

“ by the Causeway Classic,” said ASI 
PresidentJ.P. Werlin. Heexplained 
that the student relations team tried 
to motivate students to attend the 
football game and, unfortunately, 
attention to this forum was pushed 
aside. 

The ASI Board of Directors has 
experienced many conflicts of time 
betweenmembers this semester and 
thatis why the forum was scheduled 
so late. They realize that most stu- 
dents have gone home by late after- 
noon, but it was the only time that 
most board members could attend. 
Instead of canceling the event, the 
board members waited patiently on 
a bench in case any students did 
arrive. 

Government-journalism major 
Amy Pike was the first student to 
come forth to air her complaint to 
the ASI board members. With her 
young child in hand she protested 
against the foreign languagerequire- 
ment, a requirement that only two 
CSUs have. She said she was 
unaware of this requirement when 


she transferred to CSUS from Au- 
gusta State University in Georgia. 

Pike told the members about her 
language comprehension and math 
disabilities and that she will need 
serious tutoring just to complete the 
math portion. 

“T’masingle parenton EOP, and 
it is hard enough to go to school as 
itis,” Pike said. 

She said she hopes that ASI will 
be able to help her get this require- 
ment waived so that she will be able 
to graduate in spring of 1997. She 
said she is seeking ways to appeal 
the requirement. If unsuccessful, she 
said, she will be forced to transfer to 
another CSU campus that does not 
have this requirement. 

“For any rule, there should be an 
exception,” Pike’said. 

The next person to complain 
arrived 20 minutes later. Mike 
Birnbaum, a government-journal- 
ism student, told the board the silli- 
est policy on campus was the Writ- 
ing Proficiency Exam requirement. 

“T believe that if students have to 
take English 1A and English 20, 
students should be proficientenough 
in writing,” said Birnbaum. 
Bimbaum suggested that the WPE 
not be a requirement unless the stu- 
dent is an English major. 

Birnbaum said he does notagree 
that the WPE is beneficial for all 
majors. 

“T feel that the exam is outmosta 
fundraising job for the English De- 
partment and is using stydents in a 
bad way, “ said Birnbaum. 

Due to the low forum turnout, 
ASI plans to incorporate the topic in 
a forum scheduled for late Novem- 
ber. 

“Every student has a policy that 
they hate,” according to Sandra 
Schlemmer, ASI executive vice 
president. 

Schlemmer said the topic idea

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Joint meeting yields 
seven-part resolution

An unprecedented meeting of 
California’s top educational boards at 
Sacramento State Tuesday yielded a 
seven-part resolution conceming reme- 
dial education and basic skills training. 

For the first time ever, representatives 
of the California State University Board 
of Trustees, the California Community 
Colleges Board of Governors and the 
California State Board of Education 
met in the University Union’s Red- 
wood Room from 8:30a.m. to 3 p.m. to 
discuss student issues common to all 
three systems. 

The resolution adopted at the meeting 
commends several organizations and 
agenciesand promises that the three boards 
will work together to implement educa- 
tional strategies discussed. 

“The meeting was to determine the 
standards should be, to assess current 
standards and improve teaching 
methods,” said CSU spokesperson 
Colleen -Bentley-Adler: “The same 
problems permeate all three systems. 


They all share the same problems 
and sucesses and can work together 
to solve them.” 

Leaders at the meeting included CSU 
Chancellor Barry Munitz, California Su- 
perintendentof Public Instruction Delaine 
Eastin and newly appointed UC Presi- 
dent Richard Atkinson. 

“T think it was a highlight for us to be 
able to host that kind of event,” said Ann 
Reed, CSUS assistant vice president of 
communications and public affairs. 

After CSUS President Donald 
Gerth’s introduction, there was some 
general discussion about the problems 
of education in the state of California, 
Reed said. 

She said thatChancellor Barry Munitz 
took this opportunity to talk about the 
goal of “seamless’’ education in Califor- 
nia, where students can move easily 
through all California systems of K-12, 
community colleges and universities. 

After the initial meeting, the group 
branched off into three smaller groups 
to deal with the questions of modern 
teaching, assessments of education 
and standards. : 

After meeting in smaller groups for 


more than two hours, the entire group 
reconvened and the resolution was pro- 
duced. 

Bentley-Adler said theresolution will 
not have a large effect on CSU remedial 
education programs. She said it would 
have a bigger impact on high school 
students. 

“The resolution won’t have a direct 
effect on remedial education,” said CSU 
spokesperson Colleen Bentley-Adler. “It 
will have an indirect effect.” 

According to Reed, the meeting never 
directly dealt with the CSU Board of 
Trustees controversial proposal on reme- 
dial education. 

Reed said there was no “direct 
tie” between the proposal and 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

“The fact that they are considering 
such a proposal is a broad reflection of 
(Tuesday’ s) meeting,” Reed said. 

If agreed to by the board in Janu- 
ary 1996, the CSU Board of Trustees 
proposal. on remedial education 
would stop admitting incoming fresh- 
men who do not pass the Elementary

University exploring ways to 
improve campus traffic safety

Sacramento State officials are re- 
examining the existing campus road 
structure, partly because of accidents 
that occur in campus crosswalks. 

John Hamrick, spokesperson for the 
campus police, said the campus aver- 
ages one or two crosswalk-related acci- 


dents per year, mostly during the fall 
semester. These numbers, he said, do 
not count the near misses or the inci- 
dents that go unreported. 

“The accidents that we’ ve had have 
normally been pedestrians in the cross- 
walk being struck while crossing,” 
Hamrick said. 

The rainfall during the fall and win- 
ter seasons decreases visibility and in-

ASI gearing up for RT contract talks

An open forum will be held by the 
Associated Students Inc. on Nov. 27 to 
discuss the upcoming expiration of the 
contract with Regional Transit and to 
solicit student views on the topic. 

Under the current contract all CSUS 
students who possess a student identi- 
fication card are able to utilize all of 
Regional Transit services (buses and 
light rail) at no charge. 

The forum, .which is tentatively

“On Nov. 27th we will have an RT 
forum. All the school is going to come 
together and anyone, who has ques- 
tions, opinions, angers or fears is going 
to come to this RT forum and speak 
their mind,” Richard Edgar, ASI vice 
president of finance, said. “We’re go- 
ing to make no decisions or assump- 
tions (About what course to take con- 
cerning the renewal of the contract) 
until that time.” 


creases the chance for a pedestrian to 
be struck. ' 

“It takes longer to stop in rainy 
conditions. Youalso have leaves on the 
street that make it additionally slick,” 
Hamrick said. 

He said most of the accidents hap- 
pen because the drivers and pedestri- 
ans are ina hurry. He advises all drivers 
to slow down while they are driving 
through the campus and to be extra 
cautious due to the weather conditions. 
Pedestrians should also take precau- 
tions, he said. 

“Just because you’ re in the cross- 
walk doesn’t mean a car is going to 
stop. You also have to take precautions 
of just waiting to make sure a car comes 
to a full stop before you proceed,” 
Hamrick said. 

According to Hamrick, most of 
the accidents have been on Jed Smith 
Drive. The crosswalks that lead to 
the northeast and southeast corner of 
the union from the temporary build- 
ings and the crosswalk by the book- 
store are the most risky and danger- 
ous, Hamrick said. 

J.P. Werlin, president of Associ- 
ated Students, Inc. said he does not 
like the current conditions that exist 
along this road. 

The university has also responded 


The current Regional Transit con- 
tract expires in June 1996, but Edgar 
said ASI needs to make its intentions 
known, either to renew the contract or 
not, by the end of December 1995. 

The current contract costs ASI 
$316,400 a year. ASI uses part of the 
$106 a year they receive from the stu- 
dent fees that each CSUS student pays 
when they register to finance the pay- 
ment to RT. 

“Tt’s costing each student about 
seven bucks a semester for this ser- 


to this concern. 

“We are concemed about our stu- 
dents. I don’t think any university can 
afford having the students hit by cars,” 
said George Wayne, vice president for 
student affairs. “When that happens, 
it becomes the university’s problem, 
not just the driver and his insurance 
company.” 

The university developed a plan 
called the peritkeéter road project as a 
solution but is waiting for funding. 

“We are optimistic, though, that in 
January, when the Legislature recon- 
venes they will once again reconsider 
the Higher Education Bond Act,” said 
Howard Harris, vice president for fa-., 
cilities management. 

The bond act will allow the univer- 
sity to place the general obligation bond 
ontheNovember 1996 ballot. The bond, 
if approved by voters would fund the 
university’ s capital outlay program. In 
that capital outlay program is the project 
to construct the perimeter road which 
university officials estimate will cost 
$65 million. 

The engineering and planning firm 
Wilbur Smith Associates was hired by 
the university to suggest solutions to

transportation concerns and also had 
the chance to review the project. 
WSA supported the project accord- 
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ing to Harris. They also concluded that 
the high volume of pedestrian crossing 
at Jed Smith Drive from the residence 
halls and from northward parking lots 
poses a safety problem. 
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To alleviate the situation, WSA 
agrees with the university’s idea that a 
pedestrian activated signal be installed 


‘there. The signal would remain green 


for the oncoming traffic until a pedes- 
trian activates it. WSA estimated this 
projectwouldcostthe university $50,000. 

» “We're going to be putting it out to 
bid very soon and hopefully we can 
construct (the traffic signal) within the 
next six months,” Harris said. 


In regards to bicycles, the firm con- 
cluded that the existing bicycle corri- 
dors do not provide adequate, safe and 
convenient access from city streets and 
regional bike trails. The perimeter road 
project would shift Jed Smith Drive 
eastward displacing the existing bi- 
cycle path along the edge of the campus. 

Thenew Jed Smith Drive, however, 
would have bike lanes. 

The old road would become a pe- 


destrian and bicycle corridor that would 
extend northward ending at the bike 
compound and Sinclair Road. Sinclair 
Road is already partially closed off to 
outside traffic. 

WSA recommends the width of the 
shared bicycle and pedestrian corridor 
to be paved a minimum of 16 feet 
across. They also said that if there are 
29 or more feet available, that land- 
scaped buffers could be placed along 


the path. The buffers would separate 
the path for both pedestrians and people 
on bicycles. 

For now, drivers who are caught 
driving through a crosswalk when a 
pedestrian is using it, may wind up 
getting a ticket. 

Jaywalking is not a problem, accord- 
ing toHamrick. He said driversneed tobe 
reminded to slow down and that the 
pedestrian always has the right of way.

that already have been done on this RT 
contract, on the impact on the commu- 
nity, on the impact on the school, park- 
ing, how much itis saving the students 
and so on,” Edgar said. 

“We haven’t started negotiations 
yet,’ ASI President J.P. Werlin said.

and we haven’t discussed any money 
figures yet.

We’re students leaders and we need 
student input, we need to know where 
the students are coming from on this 
issue.” 

“We're going to meet with them 
(RT) in an informal manner before 
Nov. 27th,” Edgar said. 


Werlin said that this issue was still 
going to take a while to resolve and 
would probably be the last thing the 
elected officers of this term got done 
before leaving office. 

Werlin said that student use is not 
the only issue thatneeds to be reviewed 
when discussing whether to renew the 
Regional Transit contract. 

“We have to be thinking of things 


like the future air quality mandate in 
the Sacramento Valley. There area lot 
of issues that have to be taken into 
account,” Werlin said. 

Edgar said all of their efforts so far 
have just been preliminaries. ; 

“The big thing at the moment is the 
upcoming forum. It’s going to be very 
important to hear the student’ s voices,” 
Edgar said.
